WHY A C U R E . . , IF W E 
CAN P R E V E N T ? 
We believe it is unfortunate that 
there seems to be only two major 
schools of thought concerning the 
immediate economic future of the 
United States. One wants 
to do 
something drastic to halt the reces­ 
sion. 
The other 
believes it will 
cure itself and does not wish to 
act until it takes on the propor­ 
tions of a runaway team of untrain­ 


ed horses. 
Most people 
are earning their 
regular pay or salary without in­ 
terruption and no hysteria is evi­ 
dent. However, a m ajor share of 
them are holding onto their dol­ 
lars. They are waiting for several 
reasons . . . mainly, either security 
or a hope for lower prices. 
Talk of excise tax removal has 


not spurred the purchase of cars. 
It now is so late in 1958 that many 
have postponed such a purchase in 
hopes that the taxes might come off, 
prices might come down, or 1959 
models would come out so early 
they could talk themselves into wait­ 


ing. And they have waited. 
The 
politicians, 
especially 
the 
Democrats, who now speak in the 
roll of the “ outs” , are offering the 
standard panaceas. They want tax 
reductions, public works, and any­ 
thing that costs billions and makes 
Washington look concerned. 
On the opposite bench sits the 
President 
and 
many 
others who 
apparently believe this is a normal 
part of Am erican economy that will 
work itself out and b o o m once again. 
A nd 
no 
matter what temporary 
answer you may have as a cure, 


they may be right. 
Some believe this is a “ made 
recession, created either to stop 
inflation or to put labor in a poor 
bargaining position . . . or maybe 
a little of both. Their fear is that 
those who made it may not be able 


to control it. 


tive steps which w ill make democ­ 
racy and free enterprise work. 
We are not suggesting an answer 
here. We are saying that we hear 
no answers from our leaders. We 
hear only the politicians who seek 
votes through questionable rem e­ 
dies for what they call an em er­ 
gency. 
We hear other politicians 


who say, “ Take it e a s y . Your hungry 
stomach will be well filled by pros­ 
perity eventually” . 
But who is doing something about 
a permanent answer to inflation and 
its inevitable s h a d o w , deflation? Are 
we going into the coming climb of 
population and industrial expansion 
with nothing to prevent the eventual 
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bust, a bust that w ill be far worse 
than anything we have known? 
Another wave of prosperity will 
cause us to set such thoughts aside 
and will make it impossible to con­ 
structively 
act on measures that 
will prevent trouble. Now is when 
we would like to hear the answers. 
So far we have listened in vain.

have jobs, a growing 
number that is apt to fatten quickly 
when the college and high school 
graduates join the throng. And there 
w ill be more little businesses, not 
sufficiently financed to carry over 
lean months, which w ill go bank- 


rupt. 
That is Am erica. That is Am eri­ 
ca if we are willing to accept com­ 
pletely free enterprise and uncon­ 
trolled capitalism . And most of us, 
with confidence in our abilities and 
a fear of “ ism s” , choose to take 
our chances in such a state of free­ 


dom.

Can we not 
provide better cushions than those 
that now exist, and should we not

To us the spiral of inflation has 
been a constant threat, yet it ap­ 
parently was not good politics for 
either party to take positive steps 
to stop it. Now that it has yielded 
its 
natural result we have man) 
with eyes on the voting finger of 
the hungry and the owners of quiet 


cash registers. 
But as long as labor each year 
asks for more money, and gets it, 
and as long as industry immediately 
raises prices to make it necessary 
for labor to ask for more money 
to meet increasing costs . . where 


is the end? 
As long as wage increases are 
based on the cost of living index, 
which naturally goes up when in­ 
dustry uses wage jumps as an ex­ 
cuse for boosting prices, we are in 
a dizzy spiral of inflation.

Hoover Book Opposes 
Summit Meeting 


By Marquis Childs 


WASHINGTON. — The tragedy of 
an American President who went to 
Europe to negotiate a lasting peace 
and returned to defeat and despair 
is the theme of “ The Ordeal of 
W oodrow W ii son,” just published by 
Herbert Hoover. 
While this is the history of 1918 
and after, the Hoover memoir, with 
the new light it throws on theW il- 
son ordeal, will inevitably be related 
to the question of a summit con­ 
ference 
a n d whether 
President 
Eisenhower should again sit at the 
conference table with other heads 
of government, 
What Hoover suggests is that by 
the very nature of the American 
Presidency a President is disquali­ 
fied from the face-to-face bargain­ 
ing of the conference table. 
This 
same opinion has recently been 
used by others as an argument 
against a summit meeting. 
The 
Hoover 
p r o n o u n c e m e n t 
w i l l 
strengthen the growing sentiment 
in Washington against a conference 
with the Russians at the summit. 
At 83, Hoover has written a mov­ 
ing account of events .in which he 
himself played an im portant part 
as director of relief and rehabili­ 
tation for a world stricken with 
famine and pestilence in the after- 
math of W orld W ar I. 
Seldom, if 
ever, has a President of one party 
written in such tribute to the P re s­ 
ident of another party. 
As he i n d i c a t e s in his book, 
Hoover, a Republican, -supported 
Wilson, 
the Democrat, in alm ost 
every phase of the w ar and the ef­ 
fort to make a peace. 
This was 
held against him by Republicans 
who said, as his own political star 
began to rise, that he belonged to 
the other party. 
Yet Hoover be­ 
came President in 1928, and it is 
an ironic commentary that, having 
gone through his ordeal in thew orst 
depression the nation has ever suf­ 
fered, he was defeated by a Demo­ 
crat in 1932. 
For all the warmth of his tribute 
to W ilson, Hoover finds that he was 
“ fooled” by the statesmen of Europe 
because of his unfamiliarity with 
“ old world diplomacy.” Through­ 
out his narrative Hoover tends to 
sit a scheming, cynical Europe a- 
gainst a good, innocent Am erica. 
There is a suggestion that the two 
can never meet, and in the b itter­ 
ness of his experience at the Paris 
Peace Conference may lie the ex­ 
planation for Hoover's later con­ 
viction of the inevitability of A m er­ 
ica’s isolation. 
The views of the 
former President in the months 
leading up to W orldW ar II amounted 
to a fortress-A m erica concept. 
The Hoover conclusions bear most 
directly on the present moment when 
they touch on W ilson’s role at the 
P aris Peace Conference. 
Hoover 
says that he and others close to 
Wilson sought to dissuade him from 
going to Europe. 
One of W ilson’s 
handicaps, according to Hoover, was 
that he had helped to kindle the fires 
of extreme nationalism by preach­ 
ing “ self-determ ination” of all peo­ 
ples. Hoover writes: 
“ Still another of Mr. W ilson's 
obstacles stemmed from the dif­ 
ference between the American and 


Allied forms of government. Ours 
is a government of separate powers. 
Under the parliam entary govern­ 
ments of the Allies, the executive 
and legislative leadership is com­ 
bined. 
A prim e m inister spoke 
for the m ajority of his parliament 
and could assure the ratification of 
treaties into which he e n t e r e d . 
Moreover, on the floor of the lower 
house he could look his opponents 
in the eye and deliver them in­ 
stant answers. 


“ Under our separation of powers, 
the President could give no such 
assurances. Furtherm ore, the Con­ 
gressional election of 1918 had dam­ 
aged the confidence of the Allied 
statesmen in the President’s ability 
to speak for the American people 
and the C ongress.” 


In some respects Hoover’s latest 
book is rem iniscent of his “ A m er­ 
ica’s F irst C rusade,” published a 
month after Pearl Harbor. 
That 
book was criticized as presenting 
shallow view of an idealistic 
President hopelessly embattledwith 
tile grasping, greedy politicians of 
France and Britain. 


In this latest work, which ap­ 
pears as Hoover is recovering from 
a gall bladder operation, there is 
surprising drama, considering the 
austere 
surface 
he 
p r e s e n t s . 
Wakened before dawn in his Paris 
hotel and given the final draft of 
the V ersaille Treaty, Hoover says 
he got up and tramped the streets 
in despair at the compromises W il­ 
son had been brought to accept, 
was Hoover’s ordeal, too, and in a 
sense the book is his own justifica­ 
tion as well as that of the defeated, 
despairing W ilson. 
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HAROLD E. STASSEN, who is 
seeking the Republican nomination 
for governor in the May prim aries, 
is scheduled to arrive in W arren 
this Sunday evening with his running 
mates. 
Accompanying him will be Frank 
C. Hilton, who is running for lieu­ 
tenant governor; Albert R. Pechan, 
candidate for Secretary of Internal 
Affairs; and possibly Weldon B. 
Heyburn, contender for the U. S. 
Senate post. 
On Monday morning, May 5, Stas- 
sen and Company will be present for 
a public meeting in the W arren 
County Court House.

Rockefeller, Harriman, 
Williams In Politics 


By Doris Fleeson 


NEW YORK — New York legis­ 
lative leaders gave Nelson Rocke­ 
feller a significant boost for the 
GOP nomination for Governor this 
week. 
They did it by electing him chair­ 
man of a new legislative committee 
that will work to modernize and 


simplify the state constitution. It 
will keep him in the public eye and 
also furnish him an appealing issue 
for the election campaign against 
Gov. Averell Harriman. 
Leonard Hall, form erly Republi­ 
can National Chairman, is still in 
the race and apparently more popu­ 
lar with New York City leaders 
than Rockefeller. But two upstaters 
also regarded as aspirants for the 
nomination — Senator Walter J. 
Mahoney and Assembly Speaker Os­ 
wald D. Heck — were the key figures 
in what amounts to tentative approval

of the Rockefeller bid. 
To date Rockefeller declines to 
label himself a candidate. He seems 
not yet convinced that his name 
does not negate his political appeal, 
though most observers feel the pres­ 
ent family record of social and civic 
service has erased all the unhappy 
aspects of the Rockefeller past. 
He has never run for elective 
office and would be the first mem- 
Iber of his family to do so. To that 
extent, Republicans would be flying 
blind if they nominate him. 
They will be risking the effect 
of his name. They do not know if 
Nelson Rockefeller has a real gift 
for the hustings which are so ut­ 
terly different from the sheltered 
area of his life to date. They would 
expect Gov. Harriman — so ob­ 
viously an available candidate for 
President in 1960 — to spare nothing 
in his own effort to run up an im­ 
pressive election plurality for its 
effect in the Democratic national 
convention. 
Some cynics express the view 
that Republicans are willing to let 
Rockefeller "take the fall" using 
his own money, since the trend is 
[Democratic anyway. Others just as 
stoutly maintain that only a good 
government candidate like Rocke­ 
feller can win and that his youth 
and vigor — he will be 50 in July 
| — would count heavily against Har- 


I riman, who will be 67 next Novem­ 
ber. 
Democrats seem to be no further 
along in their quest for the best 
candidate a g a i n s t United States 
Senator Irving Ives, Republican in­ 
cumbent. Ives has often been ill 
and is not too effective in Washing­ 
ton, but he has that valuable in­ 
tangible, a good name in the state. 
Many people believe that with its 
usual lack of imagination, Tam­ 
many will draft Mayor Robert F* 
Wagner for the race as he is a 
proved vote-getter and will satisfy 
the organization leaders of the city. 
What is new on the Democratic 
grapevine is talk of an informal 
alliance between Govs. Harriman 
and Mennen Williams of Michigan 
[with the aim of keeping the party 
nationally well to the left of Vice 
President Nixon. If re-elected this 
fall, 
both 
Governors 
should be 
strongly in control of their state 
delegations at the 1960 convention. 
This report suggests, too, that 
Harriman will remain only avail­ 
able but that Williams will set the 
1960 pace in the state nominating 
prim aries, including California. It 
seems probable that Williams, a 
skillful politician, would make any 
firm plan about that until next No­ 
vember shows what Democratic fav­ 
orite sons must be tactfully handled 
in all pre-conventionmaneuverings. 
But there is no doubt that H arri­ 
man and Williams see eye to eye 
on most elements of modern Dem­ 
ocracy in the party sense.

In order to provide the public at 
large with further opportunity ac­ 
tually to practice basic self-pro­ 
tection measures, namely, to listen 
for and to react appropriately to 
public sounding rf the standard pub­ 
lic action signals, a statewide Civil 
Defense ‘'public participation drill” 
will be held at some previously 
undisclosed time between the hours 
of 9:00 and 11:00 A.M., E.D.T., on 
Tuesday, May 6, 1958. Essential 
details of this drill are outlined 
immediately below. 
A. Start of the drill will be 
marked by public sounding of the 
long, steady “ A lert” or “Atten­ 
tion” signal on local sirens, horns 
or whistles. Sounding of this signal 
will be accompanied by local broad­ 
cast of a special emergency mes­ 
sage to the effect that “ a stimu­ 
lated air raid warning, marking 
the start of the day’s statewide 
civil defense test, has been re ­ 
ceived and that hostile aircraft are 
now assumed to be approaching 
Pennsylvania from the north.” 
B. Except for the fact that every­ 
one should l i s t e n to determine 
whether he, or she, can hear, or 
“ receive”, special emergency mes­ 
sages as locally broadcast, the pub­ 
lic at large will not be expected to 
take 
special 
action upon public 
sounding of that particular “A lert”, 
or “ Attention” , signal first to be 
sounded on the morning of Tuesday, 
May 6. 
C. Some time later in the morn­ 
ing, local sirens, horns or whistles 
will publicly sound the long, pul­ 
sating “ Take Cover” signal. Sound­ 
ing of this signal will be accom­ 
panied by local broadcast of a simu­ 
lated emergency message to the 
effect that “ the 'Take Cover’ signal 
has sounded and that everyone should 
immediately ‘ take cover’' . 
D. Immediately upon public sound­ 
ing of the “ Take Cover” signal 
on local sirens, horns or whistles, 
all members of the general public 
will be expected: 
(1) If on the sidewalk or else­ 
where out-of-doors, to “ take cover” 
in a nearby building or other suit­ 
able place; or 
(2) If driving an automobile, to 
pull to the side and stop, leaving 
at least one lane and all inter­ 
sections open for use by emergency 
vehicles. (The only exception is 
that drivers actually on the Penn­ 
sylvania Trunpike, Schuylkill Ex­ 
pressway and Penn-Lincoln Park­ 
way may continue to move, unless 
directed to stop in the vicinity of 
points of entry or exit.) 
E. Shortly following public sound­ 
ing *of the “ Take Cover” signal, 
local sirens, horns or whistles will 
again publicly sound the long, steady 
“ A lert” or “ Attention” signal.This 
second sounding of the “ Attention 
signal will be accompanied by local 
broadcast of another special m es­ 
sage to the effect that “ the air is 
now assumed to be free of hostile 
aircraft and that traffic may re ­ 
sume movement and people their 
normal pursuits.” 
F. 
Immediately 
upon 
public 
sounding of the day’s second ‘A- 
lert” or “ Attention” signal, traffic 
may resume movement and people 
their normal pursuits. This will 
mark the end of the public partici­ 
pation drill.

The Farrah Grotto gave the area 
sportsmen a real show last Friday 
and Saturday when everything from 
the latest guns to ankle boots were 
displayed in Beaty cafeteria. F o r 
the fisherman and hunter there were 
eye-openers to be found. 
A German rifle valued at about 
$1500 was caught in many a pair of 
hands and fondled affectionately. The 
property of John Rix, who had a 
large collection of guns on display, 
it was an over and under rifle that 
would sight in so perfectly that a 
bullet from one barrel could be laid 
on top of its companion from the 
other. 
A new Savage was in this collec­ 
tion to attract our “ feel” and we 
could be happy with it. So happy we 
didn’t dare go back for a second 
look. There also was an over and 
under German weapon which includ­ 
ed two twelve gauge barrels on top 
and a rifle barrel centered between 
them at the bottom. Despite all this, 
it was very light. 
Lightness and beautiful balance 
are the outstanding characteristics 
of the modem gun, whether it be 
rifle, revolver, or scatter barrel. 
One .22 rifle seen in two displays 
was made mostly of aluminum. It 
contained steel where needed for 
rifling and other wearing parts, but 
it had so much aluminum that it 
weighed only four pounds.

There was a compact pair of field 
glasses which looked like a small 
leather-covered jewel! case. Press 
a lever and out peeked two lenses, 
which could be focused with a knob 
near the hinge. Nice for the car 
dashboard compartment or for m i­ 
lady’s handbag. 
There were light trailers which 
could be hooked onto any car with 
little strain, and in which you could 
spend the night, protected from cold 
or rain. And one was a mite larger, 


with a table and stove. 
There was a line of skin-diving 
paraphernalia which might be more 
fun around here than many would 
believe.
